Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 1 - 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 1, 6, and 10, "the future route being traveled" is not clear. If the route is 
being traveled, it suggests the present. Suggest changing "the" (before "route") to - -a- -. 

In claims 5, 9, and 14, It is not readily clear as to what is inciusive or exclusive 
with regard to the 'selection,' the combination,' the classification,' and the 'compression.' 
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Dependent claims are necessarily rejected. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 - 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 6 199 008 to Aratow at al. ("Aratow"). 

Regarding claims 1-14, Aratow teaches data storage for a vehicle comprising: 
at least two control units for controlling in each case one or more vehicle components 
and at least two memories (16, 18, 54 -64; see also figs. 4 and 6 at least for the 
different database) for storing data characterizing a route being traveled (note summary; 
the data include map data, terrain data, weather data etc.), requesting via an interface 
(34 In fig. 1 ; see also 40 in fig. 2) to a data source inside the vehicle, wherein each 
control unit is able, via the interface, to request from the data source a subset of the 
route data available there and to store the consequently transmitted route data in the 
memory assigned to the relevant control unit (col. 3, lines 39 - 57; col. 4, lines 1 6 - 50 
at least); the source being also partially outside the vehicle (GPS sensors) and the data 
being transmitted on a wireless basis (col. 4, lines 4 - 15 at least); and the route data 
can be selected (col. 4, lines 21 - 40 and col. 9, lines 45 - 63 at least).
